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It all started as just a piece of swampy 
land between the Hotel Plaza and our 
Townhouses in Lake Buena Vista and 
Interstate 4. 

Then came the survey teams and 
designers, the Imagineers and construc- 
tion machinery. Bulldozers dug in and 
slowly the land was transformed from a 
bog to a clean plateau on the lake shore. 
Then the walls began to rise, cedar 
shingles topping them with cypress walk- 
ways in between. 





And on March 22, 1975, Cinderella cut a 
ribbon and Lake Buena Vista’s Shopping 
Village opened its 32 doors to the public. 

All the rest is history, how we took the 
shopping center concept and changed it, 
“Disneyised” it. Gone were the concrete 
and chrome of conventional centers, re- 
placed by shops and eating establish- 
ments clustered around a marina. Gone 
were the conventional enclosed hallways 
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connecting each store, replaced by bril- 
liant flowers and shady trees along mean- 
dering walkways. Weathered brick, wood 
and shingle siding blended with extensive 
landscaping was added to give our Village 
a restful shopping atmosphere similar toa 
New England seaside village. 

It hardly seems like a year has gone by, 
but it has, and the Village is now prepar- 
ing to celebrate its first birthday. 

Over the past year, the Village has been

AROUND FORT 
WILDERNESS

The Fort Wilderness Kennel opened 
March 2nd and took in its first guest, a 
dog named Noah. He was quickly fol- 
lowed by a parade of pets that filled 
the Kennel. 





The Fort Wilderness Kennel, located 
near the Reception Outpost at the 
entrance to our camping grounds, has 
inside facilities for up to 92 dogs and 
10 cats. Located outside the Kennel are 
facilities for 10 additional dogs and an 
enclosed grass run area. 

Construction crews will be packing up 
their tools around the first of May and 
leaving Treasure Island. But the Island 
will not open to our guests for another 
couple of weeks, while landscaping and 
decorating crews add their final touches. 

Included on the Island will be a new 
avairy. This “bird cage” will be about 
equal in size to a football field and will 
be a permanent home for a variety of the 
Island's birds. In fact, the avairy will be so 
big that it will allow its inhabitants a 
near-duplication of their natural habitat. 

The Settlement Train Depot has been 
moved to a new permanent location about 
100 yards to the west of its former 
location. This brings the depot closer to 
the entrance of River Country, due to the 
Fort Wilderness trains being the main 
mode of transportation for guests wishing 


to visit this major upcoming recreational 
area. The depot move entailed bracing the 
already constructed log structure on a 
long truck and fork lift to change its 
location. 

The steam trains will begin touring the 
Fort Wilderness tracks again in the middle 
of May, as soon as repairs to the train 
rails are completed. 

The Tri-Circle-D Ranch has begun to 
take shape at its new location in Fort 
Wilderness. The change over from the old 
facility to the new one will take place 
early this fall. 

Trail rides have been missed by our 
guests since the Ranch limited its opera- 
tion some months ago because of the 
location change. Hopefully, by summer, 
the rides will again be departing the 
Ranch over an entirely new route which 
is being laid out presently. One minor 
problem facing our cowboys there will be 
to round up the horses which have been 
at pasture for several months now. 

The campgrounds recently handled its 
largest convention to date. The “Holiday 
Ramblers,” a national group of recrea- 
tional vehicle owners, stayed at Fort 
Wilderness for their annual convention. 
Occupying over half of the over 700 
campsites, it was their second year at 
Disney.
